Irish Uemliers Disconteutetlmth Glatl 
stone's Failure to Force the 
Oppositiou. 

His Financial Proiiosals Not Accept- 
able— Tlic Situatiou Somewhat 
Tlirtateiuii8r.

London, June 17. — Tho members of tho 
Irish Parliamentary Society have become so 
incensed at the taotios employed by tho 
Opposition to delay the Home Rule bill, 
that tho GovernmeDl; must now face open 
revolt by the Irish members or expedite the 
bill antl ceiiao accepting cU'enaive Opposition 
amendinonta. It may bo pointed out tliat 
the obstruotire policy followed by the Coii- 
Borvatives and Liberal Unionists is identical 
with that followed by tho Irishmen when 
lliey were in Opposition, and that the then 
Uoverninent found tbe policy of obstruction 
qually as aggravating as the Irish members 
now find it. 

Murinurirga of 'diaeontcnt were hearil 
iluring the debate on clause ,'i of the bill, 
whicli, after the luloptioa of two or tlircc 
trivial ainentliiRnta and tho ri-jeetion of 
dozens of others, was linully adopted on 
Tuesday last. Now, when tlie lust cluuae 
ia uui^'T tliscusaion, the Opposition proposes 
to subniit ai.x ui'iated pages of mjjciidineiits 
to the clause, "the Jrish members think it 
time for tho Government to call a halt in 
their consideration of amendnitots and push 
the bill to its dnal passage. 

A striking episode that occurred during 
laat night's debate disclosed the growth of 
Irish hostility to the Government. An 
amendment was offered adding to the 
words "withottt due prooees of law," 
wbic^, oootir in tbe provision, " that tho 
powers uf the Irish Legislature shull not 
extend to the making of any law afl'eotiug 
liberty or property." The use of tho words 
is as old us Magna Churta, but they have 
not been used for a long time in England, 
and are better Itnowu through their uao in 
American lnw. 

Mr. Arnold Balfour, who repreaenta tho 
Central Division of Leeds in the Conaerva- 
tivo interest, and who is a brotlier of Ht. 
Hon. A. J. lialfour, tho Opposition leader 
in the House, proposed to define the process 
of law by adding tho words " in accordance 
with tho sett led principles and precedents 
of tho United Iviogdom." The elauae, thus 
amended, reads : " The powers of the Irish 
Legislature shall not extend to tho making 
of any laws whereby any person may be de- 
prived of life, liheriy or property, without 
due process cf Uw, in accordonco with the 
settled principles and precedents of the 
United .Kingdom, or inuy be denied the 
e(jual protection of the laws, or whereby 
private pr'perty may lie tuken without just 
cumpensation, " 

The Government accepted the additional 
words, whereupon Mr. Thomua Sexton, 
anti-ParncUito member for North Kerry, 
and undouliieilly tliotnoal important mem- 
ber of the Irish p irty ho far aa Parliament- 
ary knowledge is concerned, angrily opposed 
the addition to the cUuse. On the division 
of the House Mr. Soxton was defeated, the 
Conservatives combining with the Liberals 
who supported the amendment against tho 
l^udicals and the Irish members who op- 
posed it. Then the storm burst. 

Mr. J. J. Clancey, Paraellite member for 
the North division of County Dublin, de- 
nounced the Government's continuous con- 
cesaiona to the Opposition. The bill, he 
said, was already the lust tho Parneilitea 
would accept, and ho asked what was tlie 
object of legislation if it did not upset set- 
tled preeedenta. 

Heaidea tlie discontent over the slowness 
of the discussion of the ulausea of tho bill, 
a profound disagreement hiia ariaen con- 
cerning Mr. Gladstone's revised dnanoial 
proposals. Tlieao were snlnnitted to Messrs. 
Se.vtonandMcCarlhy on NS'edneadity last and 
were, at the lirst glance, seen by them to 
be unacceptable and insuflioient to cover the 
loas through a mistake of £350,000 in tho 
Irish excise. 

Mr. Gludatono proposes to increase tlio 
taxation of the sources of Irish revenue in- 
stead of increasing Ireland's contribution to 
tho Imperial treiisury as demanded by tho 
Irish leaders. The Hnanoial clauses so far 
aa the continued udheaioii of the Iriah p trty 
to .Mr. Gludbtono ia concerneil have become 
the crux of the situation. 

Mr. Sexton declared that the unaccount- 
able fatuity of tho government had already 
imperilled the nionbuie, and it was alienat- 
ing the people of Ireland. In savage ac- 
cents Mr. Sexton blamed Bight Hon. Jamis 
Uryce, Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancas- 
ter, for ptrmittiag the words of the amend- 
ment to be dragged by the heels from the 
constitution of the United States and 
shoved into tho Homo Rule bill. 

Mr. Bryce, it will bo recalled, is the 
author of tho "American Commonweidtl;," 
which created coiiHiderahle diaousslon on its 
publication in 18S.S. 

Other Irish inemhera followed Mr. Sexton 
in opposition to the amendimiit, ftnd s'^. 
other division wtia talicn. The Unl'jniata 
and Oladatonians again combined fo defeat 
tho Radicals and Irish monibers. 

When tho result was p.unounoed, Mr. 
Justin McCartliy, tho lenr'.or of the Anti- 
Parnellites, in a Bho«:ti bat exceedingly 
satirical addr&H8> stigj^eated that Mr. Glad- 
stone ought now lo withdraw the bill. 

The Unioniste are of course delighted ot 
theae signs of disruptions in Mr. Glad- 
stone's alight majority, and some of them 
express confidecice in the ultimate defeat of 
the •measure tbrough the withdrawoil of the 
Irish support. An unprejudiced view of 
tho situation, shows, however" that the 
position is not nearly ao bad for llome Rule 
aa tho Unioniata pretend to believe. l!ut 
it ia true that the relalitina between the 
Irish leaders und Mr. Glaadtono have really 
become strained to tlio point of rupture. 

Unless .M r. (Jliulstono recasts hia latest 
proposals on fuiror terms, tho Iriah inein- 
liera will withdraw that support which is 
OfiHeiitlul to keep Mr. GlatlBtono in power. 
If the now linunoial aottlonient did not in- 
volve tt further drain upon the Irish re- 
sources for instaDce, and gave the Irish ex- 
clieijuer a part of the customs revenue 
which ia now assigned exclusively to the 
Imperial exchequer, then tho last real 
difliculty to the passage of the bill would be 
solved, and the Uovernment could go ahead 
and drive the measure tbrough tbo Houso 
with no regard for the obstrnotive taotics of 
its enemies. 

The main cause of the slowness and hesi- 
tancy of the Government is the finaucial 



trouble, and little progress may be looked 
for until un understanding in regard to 
money matters is reached between the Irish 
lerdcrs and Mr. Gladstone. A. aeotion of 
the Radicals want a. portion of the bill to 
bo passed at this session and to let the finan- 
cial proposals await adoption nntil the ses- 
sion of next year. The ministers, however, 
agreb that the measure uiuat be 
completed no matter ' to what 
length tho aessioD ia protracted. 

During the debate last night on Mr. R. 
W. Cremers' motion in favor of negotiations 
for an arbitration treaty between Great 
Britain and the United States, which motion 
was unanimously adopted the members 
of the House, beoame uneasy and somewhat 
oxcfted in watching Mr. Oladatono man- 
uvring with a lighted candle in hia hand 
among the documenta on tho desk. His 
failing eyesight and tbo intensity of nund 
ho tlirows into everything he undertakes, 
combinc-d- with the pre neeupation of 
thought, caused him some times to uecon- 
iously bring tho candle atick ho hud 
■asped in Iii3 hand, dangerously 
near tho papers on the desk and 
then close to his silvery hair. He, of 
course, h.id not thought that ho might; aet 
tho house on lire, or that he ni iglil receive 
dangeroiiH injuries by aettint,' liimsull on 
fire, but searelied diligrntly for the paper 
ho wanted until Sir ICilward (Jrey, parlia- 
nicnlary aecretury of the Poreigii Oliije, 
seized him by the arm and pointed out to 
liini tlie risk lie was running. Mr. CJlad- 
atone huiglii il heartily, but lio placed the 
candlestiek on the tiublc, thereby relieving 
the an.\ioty that prpvailed among the mem- 
bers, political friends and enemies alike.

Bebun, June 18.— The returns have al- 
most ceased coming, althoagh reports from 
thirty districts are still lacking. At twelve 
o'clock tho Army Bill parties and fjroups 
had 8.'{ seats and the Opposition parties 85. 
All depends upon tbe second ballots. The 
Government has decided to exert all its in' 
lluonce to induce all tho factions favorable 
to the bill to unite against tho Riohtorists, 
Social Democrats and Clericals in tho liy- 
electlons which will be held about one week 
from to-morrow. Second hallota will bo 
necessary, it is estimated, in almost twenty 
districts. The returns received so far have 
not been completed enough to render possi- 
ble accurate predictions of tho result. Of 
the tbirty-four districts from which all tbe 
figures bearing on the second ballot had been 
received it appea'soertain that the Clericals 
>vill win twenty-five; the Snoial Democrats, 
two ; the National Liberals, Conservatives 
and Agrarians, six, and the Particularists, 
one. Tho Radical Unioniata are expcctetl 
to gain several more seats. Not a dispatch 
has been received to indicate that the 
Riohterists have carried a constituency on 
the first ballot. Excepting Virchow, hardly 
a conspieuous depiry arnnd by Richter after 
the dissolution of tlie lleicliataj.;.

The Situation on the Sunday Question 
in View of the Court's 
Decision. 



rongiess May Befuse to Pay Over 
the Balance of the 
Grant. 



WAHiiiN-firoN, June 17. — The opinion of 
the Court of Appeal in deciding that the 
World's Columbian Exposition at Chicago 
shall bo opened on Sundays, was received 
here by press bulletins early in the after- 
noon. At n lato hour thia evening Attorney- 
General Olney had received no official an- 
nouncement of the fact. He said that the 
department had a clear record in the case, 
and had exhausted every effort to enforce 
the mandate of Congress in tho matter. 
It waa generally acknowledged that the act 
of Congress in regard to opening the 
World's Fair on Sunday, was couched in 
very dubious language, and that both those 
who favored tho opening of tho World'a 
Fair on Sunday, and those who were op- 
posed to it, had plauaible grounds to stand 
upon. It seemed to him that the end had 
now been reached, though he was not en- 
tirely sure, not having carefully examined 
the law. An appeal to the Supreme Court 
of the United States would seem to be use- 
less, as the conct did not meet until October, 
and before the case could be heard in that 
tribunal the Fair would be closed 
by limitatioB of time. He could 
not see that any injunction should 
bo thrown in the way of opening the 
fair on Sundays, but aa the matter waa in 
the immediate charge of United Statea At- 
torney Milelirisl and two ublo assistants, 
he hud no doubt that they would exhaust 
every means known to the law to uphold 
the intention of Coiigrcaa. 

While he saw no means in sight, perhaps 
those who had been more intimately asso- 
ciated with the eaao than he would yet 
discover Boine. Other matters of a crin- 
plex character, he said, would grow out 
of thia decision. For instance, the dona- 
tion of Coiigresa of S2,0OO,O0O lo the Fair 
had been coupled with tho condition that 
iho fair should not bo open on Sundays. 
The decision of the Court of Appeals that 
the fair could bo opened on Sundays, and 
the well kuoWD intent of the local clirec- 
tora to open it on Sundays, would seem to 
imply, on their part, a disregard for the. 
condition on which the money was granted. 

The local directory had already received' 
in round figures $1,900,000. Conld not' the- 
Government, he asked, now proceed by 
legal means to collect the money advanced, a» 
the condition uponwhichitfaad been received, 
had been forfeited ? It was certain, to his 
mind, that the Government could now re- 
fuse to give to the World'a Fair authorities 
tho §000,000 atill in tho treasury, which had 
been appropriated under certain conditiona. 
The condition was that security for §100,- 
000 be given. Up to to-day thia money 
would have had to been paid by tho Gov- 
ernment, had the|>cciirity been furniahed. 
It liad not been furnished, and so had been 
retained in tho treasury. But now, in view 
of the decision, even if the security wero 
furnished, the Government could not pay 
out tho money to the World'a F'uir people. 
Doubtless he would be confronted with a 
proposition to take steps to recover tho 
§1, 1)00,000 already paid out. Ho had not 
yet seen the text of the decision, 
or seen published tho exact grounds upon 
which tho dociaion was granted, and there- 
fore ho could not say what course he would 
pursue. I'erhapa tho gate money could be> 
impounded to re-imburae the Government.. 
Still he was not entirely dear as to this,, 
iind would have to consider the matter more '' 
in detail. 

Another ijueation a£feoted by tho decision 
waa the Governoient exhibits. All tho de- 
partments of the Government had exhibits 
at the fair and all tho appropriations made 
for them were coupled with tho condition 
that the exhibits should not be opened on- 
Sunday. It was entirely clear that the 
Govonimcnt exhibits could not bo opened 
on Sunday, but the conditiona imposed 
might have gone further, and might pre- 
vent the Governmont exhibits from being 
opened on any day, now that it had been 
decided that it waa legal to open tho 
World'a Fair on Sunday, Ho hardly 
thought, however, that tho law would bear 
this construction. Numberleaa other ques- 
tions of minor importance, ho said, would' 
coino up for diaonssioD and action in view of 
tho opinion rendered to-day by the Court of 
Appeala. 

Rev. b. McLean, flooretary of tho Sabbath- 
Unicn, while somewhat disappointed by tho 
decision of tho court was not at all discour* 
aged aa to the ultiniiito suooeas of the at-' 
tempt.') to close tho Fair on Sundays. This-' 
decision, ho aaid, clears the way for the 
preaaing of the suit begun in tlie United 
States court here, by John Wanamaker and 
othero, atookholders in the exposition, to- 
prevent Sunday , opentnff. The. point has 
been made in this case jiiet concluded, 
t il at tho World's Fair directors were wil- 
ling to refund to the Government the money 
obtained under the Souvenir Coin act, in 
return for the privilege of keeping open on 
Sunday. Mr, Wanamaker and tho World's 
Fair atochholdcrs nsaociated with him, 
assert ou their bill that such return of thia 
money would cauco them loas, and 
impair their proporty interest. This, 
suit will now be pushed vigorously.

THE AGRICULTUR.\L ASSOCIITIOX- 

To THE Editob : — In the report of the 
proceediDgs of the Board of Aldermen in 
the Colonist this morning, I read with sur- 
prise the remarks of Aid. Baker in regard 
to the management of the exhibition last 
year. In jiiatice to the gentlemen who gave 
their services gratuitously to the manage- 
ment of that institntfoa, I must deny the 
uncalled for, dishonest and malicious in- 
ainucktions of the alderman who has the 
honor to be tho senior representative of the 
North VA'ard, without reflecting much credit 
in return. Tho directorate of 1892 were left 
a legacy of JS-l.tJOO debt hy the directorate 
of 1891, who spent about 515,000 that year. 
:V number of them became personally re- 
sponsible for this sum until a loan was 
seeuiedou the property. If Aid. Baker 
" ud read the comniuu icution of the board to 
tho Council in asking for a grant, lie would 
have understood the exact position of the 
asaocialioii. Through the anuiUpox epi- 

inic and unfavorable weather, there was a 
slight deficit last year between the receipts 
anil dislnirscments, of which a complete 
statement was made at the annual meeting. 
The half -year interest on the loan, secured 
in Toronto, and some other old debts, have 
been paid by aeveial members of tho 
directorate giving tlieir names as security 
at tho Bank of B. C. This interest 
has to bo paid ; otherwiao tho 
mortgagor would proceed to acijuire 
tho property. Tho gentlemen composing 
the directorate give their time and services 
gratia and in some cases have given their 
money in order to promote the exhibition, 
which is of very considerahle benefit to 
Victoria and in the faoa of all this, Aid. 
Baker, who has exhibited a most oontempt- 
ible predeliotiorx for insinuating crooked- 
neia about everyone escept his preoioua 
self, has the hardihood to suggest 
that there was something dishonest 
about the management of last yi ar. 
Aid. Baker is evidently ignorant of the 
facts, as he ia about the facts of many ollmr 
niuttcis he essays to discuss ; and I think it 
hut right Ihut the public .should know that 
in the matter of the li-xhibition manage- 
ment, he has iiiudo icileotions that aro alto- 
gether at variance with the truth. 

With regard to the appropriation of 
$.'(,000, it would ho inipoasiblo to hold an 
exhibition without it. The directorate 
have decided that, as the oxliibition is held 
for the benelil of Victoria, and i.s the means 
of bringing considerable money into the 
city from outside, beaidea encouraging 
iigriculturc, stock raising and manufactures, 
those deriving the benetit saould cnntribute 
their share towards securing it. The city 
and government granta will enable the asso- 
ciation to hold un exhibition this year with 
a clean sheet to commence with, and it ia 
I xpected that a burplns will bo tho result. 
Instead of making untruthful refieclious, it 
ia tho duty of Aid. Baker and every other 
good oitizsu to encourage tho efforts of the 
assoclatiou to estahlish an annual exhililion 
liere on a permanent and paying basis, and 
by the tuVstantial oivio grant this year such 
a dealrahlo end is farthered. I might also 
statu that no civio grant was made towarda 
the exhibition of 1892. W. H. Ellis,

A TEIP TO KOOTENAY. 



Heuj-y Crott. M.P.P., Talks Of v. What 
He Saw and Heai'd in the 
• Upper' Country.; ■ 

Coiiiipction Between the East and 
West Districts lij Trail-Rich 
finds Belngr Made.

Henry Croft, M.P.P., who returned on 
Friday evening from a trip through West 
Kootenay distrifit, saya be is now more 
firmly convinced than ever of the greatness 
of that section of the country, and moro en- 
thueiustic and hopeful. Even those who 
are directly interested in tho advancement 
of this great centre of the mining life of tho 
province hardly appreciate the full extent 
of the advancement now being made and 
the prospects ahead of even greater strides 
than in the past. 

Mr. Croft wont up to Kootenay by the 
C.P.R. via Rovelatoko to Nelson, at which 
placo he made a short stay. He then Went 
to Kaslo and up to Argenta and Dunoan 
City. Between these two last named places 
thero is an excellent eight mile trail on 
which pack horses are now used, but as the 
bridges along the route are constructed for 
a wagon road it is expected in tho near 
future tho trail will bo widened and im- 
proved ro make a good road out of it. From 
Dnncin City u trail is being built on the 
north siile of the river up to Ileeley Creek, 
where tiio CP Ii have a to>viiaite proposi- 
tion. This trail being on the north side 
gets all the southern siin, and will therefore 
be open earlier in the spring and later in 
the tall than a trail on the south side. A 
Jsliorl disliiiico from Duncan City a pass 
has been discovered through the iiiountaiiia. 
It i.'i about lifiy feet wide, and being the 
only available pass will, beyond all question 
of a doubt, be the railway route so aoon as 
it ia decitled to build. Above Duncan City 
several miles a trail ia being built along 
Haiiiel Creek and eastward to connect with 
Shuswap Crei k in ICast Kootenay. This ia 
known aa the K iat ilnd West Kootenay trail 
andwill give direct oonnectionbetween tlieso 
two districts — a most important feature in 
the development of tho country as hereto- 
fore vll travel between the East and West 
districts has had to be by the CP R. on the 
extreme north, or by tho United States on 
tho south, there being no easy way of get- 
ting over the mountuin range which bor- 
ders the Kootenays. This trail Mr. Croft 
Bays, will bring a large traffic to Duncan 
City, lie looks upon this piaco as an ideal 
townaite, it being level land on the upper 
Kootenay lake in a Qrst class position and 
owing to tho very small rise in this lake the 
lower part of the property ia never flooded, 

" The whole of the Kootenay country, " 
continued Mr. Croft, ' ' ia five to six weeks 
late owing to the ejoeptionally heavy snow- 
fall during the past winter. A number of 
prospectors went in there as early as March 
and of course they could not got to work 
then. The result is that some of them have 
eaten all thoir grub and unless they can get 
' staked, ' they will leave tho country and 
declare it ia no good. H.TWever, tliere will 
be comparatively few of these. There are 
about 400 proapietora now around the upper 
Kootenay and aiime ITiO on the Trout Lake. 
Some good finds have already been maiie. 
Juat a few days before I was 
there, a claim was discovered uliiiost 
on tho trail between Argenta and Duncan 
City, which shows up •JUU ouncee to the ton. 
At Kaslo things are C|uiet. People there 
are wailing for railway communication, and 
I guess they are sorry they ilid not let that 
charter go through tiio Legislature last year 
which would have enabled a road to be built 
by practically the same jieople aa have the 
Nelson and Fort .Sheppard railway in blind. 
In the Slocan things are brihk, one company, 
an American syndicite, having alreadysoine 
300 men nt work, and other companies also 
moving. Ihe fact is Kaslo is temporarily 
handicapped on account of lack of railway 
facilities. It costs a ton to get ore from 
.Slocan to Kaalo, and only $8 to get it from 
Kaslo to Tacoma, so you can see it would 
not pay very well to ahip now, and it ia 
more in the interests of those who can oil'ord 
it to just let their ore stay on the dump un- 
til they got a railway, as they eventually 
must." 

While in Kootenay Mr. Croft saw Hon. 
Theodore D^vie, premier, and also President 
W. C. Van Some and party, of the C.P. H. 
Mr. Van Home is most entbusiaatic over 
the wealth of Kootenay, and the C.P.R. 
will do its share towards development.

"BRITISH COLUMBIA." 

There has been published by direction of 
I'le Provincial Oovornnient, ii hundsome 
pamphlet of ono hundred and ten pages, in 
whioh is given a full und fair description of 
the present resources and future poaaibilities 
. of British Columbia. The description is 
Oftrefully and conscientiously written. The 
writer ia evidently determined to keep 
within the truth. Ho shows no disposition 
to entice immigrants by a glowing 
aooount of the fertility of the soil or the 
riohness of the resources of the province; 
bat on the contrary, if he errs at all, it ia in 
the direction of undcr-statement. 

In the introduction ho very properly 
WArna the intending immigrant against ex- 
pecting too much. " Let no one theruforo, " 
ho Bays, "who may rend the followint,' 
piges imagine that bteause British 
Columbia is represented in what tlit- 
writer believes to be its true light, 
as a place of rapidly rising importancp 
iio is therefore certiiu to find ample scope 
for hia oivn abilities Ho must rather con- 
aider what aacriiij.'S ho is prcp^iroil to unko 
for tho privilege of introducing himself and 
bis family into a country so favorably cir- 
oumstanced. He must deliberate whether 
tho prospect of future suocea.? is worth tho 
hazard of his present condition of life, 
whatever that may bo ; and, ahould 
he finally determine upon a step 
which m&y prove to him irrcvoeable, 
4et him blame no one but himself if tho 
struggle turn out a hard one and the good 
times which he anticipUed be long in 
coming." 

It would bo well if all booka setting 
forth the advantages of new countries were 
written in this honest spirit. Thoro would 
then be fewer soared and disappointed set- 
tlers, and the countries would have a higher 

■character as fields of immigration. Exag- 
geration and deception are sure, in the end, 
to toll ag'unst the country wiiioli ia over- 

^praiaed. 

The description of tho IVovinco ia fall, 
•nothing appears to have been alnrred ov er 
w neglected. The careful reader of thia 
pamphlet will know more about Uritish 
Columbia and its resources than many who 
have lived in it a score of yoaia. He will 
also gather from it a true Lat imalo of the 
I'roviuce as a place of aottlomunt and as a 
field for the iuveatment of money, lie rnav 
depend upon every stutemcnt of 
fact it contains as being as 
near the truth as the present 
development of the Province w ill permit. 
Oiir own opinion, aa wo have already hinted, 
ia that if the reader of tho book comes to 
B.-itiah Coluiidjia to soeU hia fortune, he 
will, af tor he is here a while, bo ready to do- 
olare that it did not tell him half the truth 
with respect to the extent and variety of 
ithe rosourooa of tho Province. 

We cannot oloao our notice of this little 
work without expressing our admiration of 
ita excellence, both of typograpliy and illus- 
tration. It ia beautifully printed, and its 
illustrotions would do credit to the beat 
establlahmont in the Dominion. The work, 
io fact, ia of itself a capital advertisement 
of British Columbia. Tho iutclligeiit ob- 
ga-ver will immecliatoly conclude tliat a 
Privincii which can. turn out a hook so 
artisticilly and mechanically perfect must 
have advanced far and rapidly in the march

S' ill it ia not expected that tho harvest of 
1S93, in tither Kuropo or Americi, will be 
anything like as abundant a.s that of last 
year. It is ualoulaicd that this year's wheat 
crop in the United States will fall far short 
of what it was last year. The shortage in 
t-n States, that yielded at leant 250,000,- 
000 of winter wheat last year, ia catimat'id 
at from 75,000,000 to 100,000,000 bushola. 
Ill England it ia believed that tho yield of 
wheat will bo 5,000,000 buahela below what 
it was last year. Of coarse a good deal still 
depends upon the weather. -If the weather 
for the next two months is favorable, the 
returns will be muoh better than is now 
anticipated.

MR. RAINSFOIUTS REFORM. 

Tho Rev. Jlr. Kiinsford'a plan for bring- 
ing about a reform in the liquor truflio, und 
for promoting temperance by improving the 
pUicea in whioh liquor ia sold, meets with 
no favor from the professional advocates of 
ti uiperaiico. lu tlioir opioioD, he would, 
by making drinking resorts more attractive, 
aggravate and increase tho evil ho propoaea 
to diminish. He has been attacked by en 
thusiasbio and earnest temperance men, as 
an enemy to their cause. They seem to 
think that his high character and his good 
intentions make him moro dangerous than 
the great nrnjority of the aupporters and 
ilofeiidors of the liiiuor trallic. 

Mr. Rainaford is not duuntcd by tlicee at 
tacks. He makes alio wanccs for the aincer 
tty of his assailants, but ho mildly and 
firmly maintain; the stand he has taken. 
As many of our readers would, no doub', 
liUo to hear what he has to auy for himself, 
wo will reproduce two or three extracta 
from hia article on "Reform of the Drink 
Traflic " in the June number of the North 
American Review, 

Dr. Rainaford aays : " The fundamental 
mistake of nearly all Reformers seems to 
me an unwise haste. Quick methoda are 
apt to bo superficial ; they may cut oil the 
nettle at the head, while they leave the 
root atill vigorous and uniouchcd." 

He would proceed more slowly. He 
would cultivate in the drinker, who will get 
what he craves for, a love of decency, and 
would place hin: under bettor infiueucea 
tliau those to whioh he is now exposed. I' 
may be said here that Dr. liainaford's 
aclieme ia intended for tho poorer classes in 
larg'.' cities. lie suya ; 

It aeems to a multitude of good people 
who judge hastily that nothing but barm 
cm coine of any movement or leaching 
which appears to nuiko light of the awful 
l)liglu. of drunkeniitaa. I must at present, 
I four, rest under the censure of such. But 
wlmt I plead for is a more radical dealing 
with the evil. As long aa conditiooa of life 
provoke to drink, men will destroy them- 
selves by drinking. As long as iliey breathe 
foul air at night, in sleeping ijuaners ull t( o 
narrow, they will waka up in the morning 
with a craving for liquor. Aa long as they 
are denied all rationul umusenKMit, ih. y will 
no in for "souk" and " debuucli. " Vou 
cannot better the couditlnn ot tlune who aio 
being ruined by the present retail lii|Uor 
busmcaa by attacking only t.'iat li'iiioesa 
which ficema to bu tlio imiiioili;iio o.use of 
their ruin. Wo must do more than thif, 
We must, if we love our fellow meOr go 
down to the root of the mutter and seek to 
alter that. 

Mr. Rain.iford proposed not to shut tx\i 
all drinking plucoa hut to eatablish better 
saloons under better regulations in which 
those who frequent them will be oo mfortable 

and will be able to spend their time less 
harmfully than by filling thomselvea with 
beer und whibkey. He cunsidera th tt tho 
establiahniont of a better dais of auluons 
will advance the cause of t'!m))erance. Thia 
ia what ho aaya: 

The one necessary thing Ui our city work- 
ingmun ia a plaeu where ho can spend his 
afternoon and evening. Ho has no home, 
only part of u room at best; perhaps a 
bed to himself and thia is doubtful. The 
placo where hesleopt ia cold in winter even- 
ing:! and intolerably hot in summer. .Ha ia 
aoi ually driven to tho aaloon; there is no 
other placo for him. To expect him to ait 
in hia single room and look ut; its bare walla 
ia ridiculoua. He might as well be in iSing 
Shig, Nor will your average wotkingman 
wish to take advantage of your reading 
room, oofTee-houao, etc., us soon aa you 
throw open its doors to him. Ho has pre- 
jud coa. Ho is afr.id of lu-ing ataailod by 
tbi'So ulio look down on him, or with whoau 
0[)iijion3 he (liK:S not ngree, und lio has a 
lighto.oiia objiiotion to btii g patron zed. 
Thia ia exactly tho condition of acorea of 
thou laniis of unmarried men (1 have not 
time at piecent to deal witli the (|ue8lion ua 
it applie.H to tho married man, whose case 
ia scarcely better) in our largo cities, und 
Iheae uru ihey wlio are lIuMii ilii support of 
tho preaent saloon. In the saloon he meets 
hia friends and apenda most of his leisure 
time. With the saloou-k(:('))ur he is on 
friendly term.". Inifirove lii.s pliico of resort 
and you do much to improvr liini. ii ia im- 
proving. Tlio reforms moat needed are 
those that hasten its improvement.

trial and judge it by its results." It ia said 
that a ayatem reaouibling that udvooated by 
Mr. Rainaford has been in operation in 
Norway and haa produced results that are 
very encouraging. 

OFFICIAL NSOLBCT. 

The collapse of Ford's theatre in Wash- 
idgton, whioh had been converted into a 

departmental building, has cauaed much 
excitement und a great deal of comment in 
tho Kast. There were at tho timoof the dia- 
aater moro lhan five hundred persona, 
clerks and others, in the building. Of 
these twenty-five wore killed outright and 
over fifty more or less seriously injured. 
The building — tho ono in whioh President 
Lincoln was aaaaasinatod — was never a very 
aubatantial one. The alterationa which it 
underwent to tranaform ;ta interior into a 
number of oilices did not tend to make it 
any stronger. It was still further weakened 
by an excavation whioh was made under it 
for the purpose of making room for an elec- 
tric plant. There appears to have been a 
suppicion among its inmatea for some time 
that tho building wua not in a aafo condi- 
tion. But, as the authoritica allowed it to 
bo occupied while the undermining was 
going on, tho clerks and other work people 
naturally conoludeil that there was no im- 
mediate danger. It ia now said that it had 
been long known that llie buihling waa un- 
suitable, and oven dangi'roua, for the pu - 
poses for whioh it waa occupied, und that 
tho authorises are responsible for the 
dreadful oatastropho in whioh so many lives 
were loat and euoh a number of persona 
maimed. The indignation against Col. 
Aiiiswortli, who ia at tlio head of the force 
of cleik.4 that ooL-iipiid the building, waa 
intense. It ia suid that ho was so strict 
that the men who believed that the build- 
ing wai in a very dangerous condition were 
afraid to make any repre.'-entation to him. 
Tho feeling ogainst him was au strt'iig dur- 
ing part of the emjuiry into the cause of 
tho accident, that it wua feared that he 
would bo made tho victim of per 
aonal violence. Tho fear that say 
iag what they believed to be the 
truth was eo general among tho clcrka 
that the Head of tho Department thought 
proper to make tho announcement that no 
person in the public employment examined 
at tho inquest need fear dismiasttl for any- 
thing ho might say while giving his testi- 
mony ut tho inquest. It is evident that 
there has been great carelessness, or great 
neglect, or such an accident could not have 
happened. If tho examination of tho pub- 
lic buildings had been what it ought to 
have been, Ford's theatre would have been 
condemned long ago, and would have been 
either demolished or made perfectly safe. 
It is astonishing bow lightly some men, on 
the proper performance of whose duties tho» 
livea of many of their fellow creatures de- 
pend, wear their roppoualbilitica. It ia 
likely that the man who ia really respon- 
bible for thia appalling disaster will never 
be called to account for the way in which 
ho neglected his work,

1 am often asked, " Aro tho audioiicos 
as diObrent as tho people, and whore do 
you find the most enthusiastio and appre- 
ciative audiencn.n ?" I must say that no 
gonoral rulo can bo given so far as points 
of tho compass aro concerned. The west 
is hardly more enthusiastic than the east, 
though a young audience, a college audi- 
eneo or an audience of teachers or news- 
paper mon is the audience for enthusiasm. 

Portland, Me., is-said to bo tho quiet- 
est and Chicago the most enthusiastic. 
This is true in some respects, but if you 
can get time to watch the faces of the 
New England audience without forgetting 
your peace you will discover tho same do- 
greo of apiireciation and onthusiaam, 
though numifestod perhaps in a different 
way, in the one case iia in tho other. 

Lecturers are better treated on tho 
whole now than 20 years ago, and tho 
eggs used by those who criticise the per- 
formance aro of a higher order of excel- 
lence, it seoms to nio. 

No 0110 can bo ((uicker to recognize and 
appreciate such a reform than I can. No 
one hails with greater gloo or more opti- 
mistic salvos of applause this stride in the 
direction of improvomoiit. 

1 had intended to givo a few little per- 
sonal ex])orioncos in tho way of anecdotes 
of a comic character, but space forbids ; 
besides 1 doubt the good taste of writing 
flippantly of such a serious matter as lec- 
turing, espeei.illy liinnorous lecttirii g. I 
had .also tlioie.4lit of d, 'Voting a jiage to 
lecture inaii;i:;ers ^vith whom I have met, 
but the siibjcel i.s too ])ro!ifie, and besides 
I am afraid that .some lecturo manager 
might reply with an essay on "Lecturora 
NVith Whom He Has Met." Some other 
time I will write of these things, so that 
it will he an easy matter for the reader to 
learn limv to lecture siicoeasfully by a few 
evenings' study at home.

I When I asked Mrs. Lamont to toll me 
Bomething of the means by which her 
children hod become the well hrod , liapi)y, 
healthy, obedient little peo]>li; that thoy 
are, she seemed almost puzzled at first 
how to explain the process, llor sysl eni 
is such a simple and natural one that she 
is half inclined to tliink that they "just 
igrowed" that way, like Topsy. But it 
^has been growth under a wise and loving 
gnidanco. 

i "1 hardly Icnow wliat to tell you that 
can bo of interest to any ond about the 
training and daily life of my children, it 
is so entirely simple, so like that of other 
children. I iwrliaps spend more time 
with them tlian many niothora do with 
their little ones, but it is a jdeasuro to 
mo to bo with them. They are always 
at table with us uule.ss wo have guests 
to dinner; then of course they do not ap- 
pear, for, altbongh 1 am so fond of tlicui 
■myself, I know that they might ho a boro 
to other people. 

' "I am alwa3-s up in the utornLiig to see 
that they are properly dressed, even if I 
ihaye been out lata the night before. Wo 
,Tisnally breakfast at 8, have lunch at 1 
o'clock and dinner at G. Tlio children 
are not restricted to any particular diet. 
iWe live quite plainlj- wlien wo arc alone, 
so that whatever is on the table may be 
suitable for them and not harmful, but 
even if we had eight or nine courses at 
dinner they would probably take noth- 
ing but ft little clear soup and some roast 
beef. Thoy do not eat made dishes or 
rich food. Fortunately they do iiotcaro 
for such things and would not eat tliom 
;if they were set before them. They have 
.very few sweets — some ice cream or 
other simple dessert occnsionallj', or a 
piece of candy. If they have a box of 
candy given them, thoy novcr cat more 
than one piece. It would not occur to 
■them that they could. When thoy go 
out to a littlo party, I never say to them, 
'You must not eat this or yon must not 
eat that.' They know as well as I do 
'what they may havo and what they may 
not. 

"Bessie and Julia attended a French 
school in New York, and they bott 
speak French very prettily. For a time 
they liad governesses at homo, but two 
or tlu-eo years ago tlieir father and 1 
decided that it would bo much better 
for them to go to school wliero they 
would meet other children. Thoy bad 
lived so much by themselves that they 
'did not care at all for any society but

their o'wn and were quite* content to 

play just witii one another, Thoy really 
felt badly when thoy wero invited <j\it 
anywhere. So wo sent tboiii to schoul, 
jand now they enjoy being with other 
children. 1 think that it is necessary 
that they shouhl bu lironght into coiit:ict 
with other ]irnple; othLTwi^se lliey aru ill 
fitted for lil'o in the wurld as it is, and 
although it will bo a j^n at doprivatiun 
to mo to bu separated frum tbeiii when 
they are older I shall Be)id them away to 
boarding school for a year or two. It is 
jthe best way, 1 tliink, to teach them self 
xelianeo. 

■ "I dress them Kiniply jilw^ivs, I con- 
sider one is best dressed when clothed 
most inconspicuously, and that this is 
iquite as true of children as of grownup 
pcojilu, only of course uiio can dress a 
child a little more fancifully. It is a 
whim of inino to havo whatever they 
Hvear lino and daintily fmiahed. I find 
convent made clothes very sutisfactorj-. 
|Thoy generally go up to their room.s 
about half past 7 in the evening and are 
|in bed by B. Occasionally they sit up 



later, hut probably not more than once a 

year. 

"I belicvo in plenty of outdoor exer- 
cise for them — walking and riding. Bes- 
sio has riddeu a little on horseback, but 
che is rather timid. Next year she will 
probably taio riding lessons. They have 
tho Delsarto exorcises at school, which I 
think Very usnfnl for physical training, 
and then their dancing lessons help them, 
top, and give them grace and confidence 
as well as beneficial exercise. I believe 
thoroughly in exercise. The girls of 
this generation ore taller and stronger 
and healthier than those of the last for 
the reason that thoy have bo much more 
physical freedom, and I want niydaugli- 
ters to have ovory advantage of thatsort. 

' 'I began to teach thorn ohcdicnco wlion 
they wero very young — very young in- 
deed. I did not inniisli them — 1 do not 
bolievo in punishing tliem — but I made 
them nnilerstaiid Nvliat I wanted and 
then helped them to obey. I try to gov- 
ern them tlirougli love, nut through fear. 
They feol when they do anything against 
my Avishcs not that they make me an- 
gry, hnt that thoy grieve me, and I do 
not believe now that ono of them would 
even think of disuljoyiiig ino. 

"1 think that eyery girl sl'ould be 
taught practical housework, so that she 
cau do it for herself, if iieco.ssary, and be 
fully conipoteiit to direct otliers. Before 
my girls leave homo I want them to ho 
well trained in that way and to learn to 
sew well. Just now 1 think it more im- 
portant tliat they should jilay out of 
doors out of school hours than it is to 
liavo them sit in the house over a bit of 
sewing, hnt as soon as thoy aro a littlo 
older 1 mean to havo tln'in leiirn. 

"I lil;e to liavi! llicui srlf di'iiondent 
and try to teach lln'in lu wait upon thcni- 
selves. It is a diflicult lesson for children 
to learn where tbi-roarescrvaiitHat hand 
to help tliem and to pick up what thoy 
throw about, but it is well for them to 
leani to help tliemselvea. 

"When wo weuc abroad last year, the 
children went with us. They ohseryed 
and remember many tilings. Even Fran- 
ces often talks about the ship and tho 
events of the journey. A child's quick 
eyes and cars receive much information 
in that way. 

"Tho two older girls tiilcc iii;ino les- 
sons, and Bessie already ]ilays(iuito nice- 
ly. But altliougli I am so fond of music 
and so devoted Co it myself I would not 
think of rofiuiring tlieiu to take lessons 
or to practice unless tliey showed a talent 
in that direction and wanted to learn. 1 
think that it in all wrong to require chil- 
dren to do things for which they show 
no aptitude or liking. It is merely a 
waste of time. It would be so much 
bettor to wait, and if tliey developed a 
talent in some other direction to culti-

vato that. It is often really harmful to 
children to force them to study what 
they dislike, and must often worse than 
a waste of time. Each child lias an in- 
dividuality that ought to bo respected. 
Thoy cannot bo well brought up after an 
Lnfle.Kihlo system and after ono pattern. 
Society would be very monotonous if wo 
were all alike. I think lliat tlio cliarin 
of originality ougb.t to ho in'csurved as 
much as possible, and tliat young people 
are best educated when they are trained 
Into the best and fullest development of 
their individual natures."

THE BRITISH PACIFIC. 

Jlr. Uakeman Iioaves for ^be .Kast ana Europe 
to Perfect Financial Arrangements. 

Among tho pasfongera to San Francisco 
by tho d root steamer to-day will bo Mr. 
Frank limory Bakeman, who ia on his way 
to London, going by way of San Francisco 
and Chicago. Mr. iiakoman toid tho Col- 
onist that he hud pressing personal busi- 
ness iu Chicago that made it absolutely 
neoesaury for him to return at onoe to his 
homo. Ho will also remain in New York 
for some days before sailing for England. 
He said: — 

" Tho capital of tho couBtruotion com- 
pany, which you know ia live million dol- 
lars, has boon secured, and I will stop in 
New York only long enough tp transact 
what business is nccoasary with tba anb- 
Bcribers, before I sail. It will, I suppose, 
he August before I can got my private 
affairs and those of tho construction com- 
pany urrangtid. I will then go to London 
and make the fiual arrangements between 
tho construction company and the fiaanoial 
company, or the British Columbia Railway 
and Finance Corporation, as the latter ia 
called. It think I have already told the 
Colonist that the latter is a corporation 
with a capital of a million pounds, and is to 
finance tho whole railway project for ua." 

" Has tho capital of thia company b^n 
secured was asked. 

"It has, of course conditionally. In 
fact, I may say that we have a thorough 
undorstunding with the panics who ure to 
furnish the money for every purpose con- 
nected with the railway and the other en- 
terprises necessary for the development of 
its trallio." 

" \Vlien will tho work lio begun?" 

" ^Ve will lesiuno the aurviy and location 
shortly, pioliably next month, and will com- 
plete that portion of the work from Victoria 
to CampbiiU's river, at liaat, during the 
present seanon. 

" In this connection it is not immature to 
announce a policy which haa already been 
settled, and that is this : Wo ahall, in 
organizing our forces, recruit ua far ua 
]iosaib!e from the refidenta of the Province. 
On my return I will be able to ansiver all 
(Hieations of this kind more dcliuitely. I 
expect, however, that work will go on oon- 
tinuoualy until the roud is completed." 

•' When will you return V 

" In October X expect to bo back in Vic- 
toria with my family, and to take up my 
residence hero permanently." 

" Who will remain in charge here?" 

" Mr. M. Keith Jones, ■wno is general 
mannger of the conatruotion company ; Mr. 
C. W. Higgins, who is auditor ; Col. Kane, 
tho secretary, and Mr. F, P. Biackmo^n, who 
has been with us during all the preliminary 
work and who is our aasooiato counsel, will 
also remain. Those gentlemen will have 
charge of whatever business the company 
may have in hand. The corporate matters 
of the company will be looked after by Mr. 
Rithet, who is the company's treasurer, and 
Col. Prior, its vice-president, which you 
will readily concede is placing such matters 
in very strong haiuia. 

" I would like to add that I feel that wo 
huvo surmounted nil the dilliuultiea which 
confront every enterprise of su'.'h mai;ni- 
tude aa the British Pac'lic railway. I do 
nof know that the work b is l>"en especially 
diliicult — that ia, no more so than any other 
project involving twenty-live niilliora of do'- 
lara would be — but I am sure of one thing 
and that is, that we would nevi;r have sue 
ceedeil if it had not been tor the great 
resources of liritiah Cjlunibia and its splen- 
did possibilities.
